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Ladies  and  Gentlemen; 

I  am  sending  this  little  booklet  along  to  your  library 
with  the  hope  that  many  of  your  people  who  are  interested  in  genealogy  will 
enjoy  reading  it.  Besides  that,  I  am  in  hopes  that  somewhere  within  the  State 
of  Michigan  lies  the  answer  bo  who  the  parents  of  my  LUCY  BALDwIK ,  born  Feb. 

20,  1806  in  Bradford  County,  Penn.  were.  (Please  see  Page  Two) .  I  have  searched 
all  available  published  accounts  of  the  Baldwin  family  (which  are  numerous), 
without  establishing  her  parentage.  I  believe  that  an  AARON  BALDWIN  figured  in 
her  ancestry,  for  she  named  a  child  AARON  Kelson  FITCH,  and  there  are  no  Aarons 
in  the  Fitch  ancestral  lines  prior  to  The  marriage  of  Lucy  Baldwin  to  Thomas 
Kelson  Fitch,  on  either  the  male  or  female  sides,  for  several  generations  back. 

The  only  clue  that  I  have  as  to  who  she  might  have  been,  is 
that  she  and  her  husband  moved  to  MICHIGAN  from  Troy,  Bradford  Co.,  Penn,  after 
their  daughter  Martha  was  born  in  1833.  Theta  son,  SAMUEL  B.  A.  FITCH  was  born 
in  Michigan  about  1837,  but  they  moved  back  to  Troy  before  the  birth  of  their 
fourth  child,  and  second  daughter,  in  1839.  After  1843,  and  before  1845,  they 
again  left  Troy,  this  tine  settling  in  Lafayette,  Stark  Co.,  Illinois,  where 
Lucy (Baldwin)  Fitch  died,  October  1850.  Thomas  Kelson  Fitch,  the  widower,  stayed 
on  and  md.  2nd,  May  28,  1851,  a  Mrs.  Clarinda  Taylor,  a  widow,  with  several  oh. 

He  was  a  Justice  of  the  Peace  of  Goshen  Twp . ,  Stark  Go.,  Ill. 

There  must  have^a" reason  for  the  Fitches  t 
Michigan  in  that  early  day,  for  it  was  wild  and  unsettled  in  that  day,  and  would 
have  hardly  gone  there  unless  they  had  known  someone  already  there,  or  had  someone 
of  family  of  friends  to  accompany  them.  I  believe  that  Lucy  was  of  the  branch  of 
the  Baldwin  family  often  referred  to  as  the  "Lost  Baldwins".  They  were  probably 
"lost"  to  their  eatenm  relatives  because  they  moved  west  into  a  wild  and  unsettled 
'/astern  country. ..  .perhaps  Michigan,  j^ucy  Baldwin’s  husband  had  five  sisters  and 
five  brothers  as  follows ; 

Lydia  Fitch (1793-1801) ;  Sarah,  1795,  md. (l)  Daniel  M.  Smith,  2nd,  Daniel 
Dunbar;  Maria,  (1797-1804);  Araarilla  Thankful ( 1798-1868 ) ,  md.  Abiram  Spaulding; 
Hannah,  md.  Samuel  Fitch;  Lewis  Haynes  Fitch,  md.  Polly  Maria  Root;  Andrew  M. ; 

Curtis  T. ;  Horace  H. ;  and  Stephen  H.  Fitch,  b.  1814,  who  md.  LUCINA  MifNLY(M'iKLHY) . 

Perhaps  some  of  you  may  recognize  the  name above,  of  one  of  your  own 

ancestors  who  came  out  bo  Michigan  in  an  early  day  and  thus  establish  that  my 
Thomas  Kelson  and  Lucy  (Baldwin)  Fitch  come  to  Michigan  with  or  because  of  relatives 
already  living  within  the  state.  If  so,  the  area  they  settled  in  in  Michigan  may 
be  the  very  clue  that  I  need  to  solve  this  vexing  genealogical  problem  of  long 
standing.

The  information  imparted  in  this  booklet  is  the  result  of  a  life-time 
interest  in  who  my  ancestors  were,  and  where  they  came  from.  Those  who  are 
familiar  with  the  difficulties  encountered  in  a  project  of  this  kind,  need 
not  be  acquainted  with  the  work  involved  in  gathering  together  this  data,  for 
they  no  doubt  have  experienced  some  of  the  same  troubles  themselves,  at  one 
time  or  another.

I 
purposely  did  not  attempt  to  include  it  all,  as  this  booklet  is  not  intended 
to  be  a  complcto  biographical  record  of  the  families  involved.  Those  records 
will  be  published  at  a  later  date,  when  I  am  satisfied  that  I  havo  scraped  the 
bottom  of  the  barrel,  genealogically. 

At  the  present  time,  I  propose  to  publish  genealogies  on  the  Young,  Shay, 
Shoop/Shupe/Shoup ,  Fitch,  Stockbarger/Stockbergor/Stockburger ,  Addis  &  Stephens 
families.  I  anticipate  that  the  Stephens  family  will  deal  mostly  with  the  desc¬ 
endants  of  Richard  Stephens,  son  of  Joshua  Stephens,  Sr.,  since  much  has  already 
been  collected  and  published  on  the  descendants  of  Richard's  brother,  Joshua,  Jr 
To  those  who  may  have  occasion  to  read  these  pages,  and  find  their  own 
lino,  connected  with  mine,  or  who  can  add  a  bit  to  what  I  have  collected,  I 
would  much  appreciate  hearing  from  you,  so  that  wc  may,  in  time,  collect  all  thi 
family  data  under  one  cover,  for  the  benefit  of  the  coming  generations.

and  fork  and  spoon  inside  the  border  at  each  place  around  the  table 
cloth,  and  it  is  said  that  he  used  as  many  as  16  treadles  in  his 
loom  in  "weaving  some  figures,  AiBRAHAM  was  one  of  eight  settlers  who 
petitioned  in  1733  to  have  title  confirmed  to  land  they  bought  of 
Jacob  Stover  in  1789  or  1730  in  liassanutten,  proving  that  he  was  one 
of  the  very  earliest  settlers  of  this  region.  The  Striclclers,  the 
story  is  told,  knew  the  location  of  a  silver  mine  in  the  adjacent 
liassanutten  mountains,  and  would  occasionally  make  horseback  trips 
to  the  Philadelphia  mint,  carrying  silver  ingots  in  their  saddle  bags. 
According  to  the  story,  those  StricklOrs  learned  the  location  of  this 
silver  mine  from  the  Indians;  however,  from  another  source,  the  author 
of  this  sketch,  came  across  another  story  of  how  one  of  JOHN  LEYENBERGER '  s 
sons;  while  hiking  in  those  some  mountains  with  two  young  friends,  became 
lost,  and  Was  obliged  to  spend  the  night  in  the  mountains.  During  their 
wanderings,  they  picked  up  several  pieces  of "ore  that  glittered,  and  the 
next  day  when  they  found  their  Way  back  home,  showed  them  to  their  parents. 
It  proved  to  be  rich  silver-ore,  but  try  as  the  LI0NBEEGER3  (LEYSNBEPDER3) 
could,  they  never  again  could  find  the  spot  where  the  boys  picked  up  the 
ore.  This  same  JOHN  LEMENBERGER,  whose  son  was  lost,  is  a  maternal  ancestor 
of  mine,  and  it  is  shown  that  these  two  families  (the  STRICKLERS  and  LIOK- 
BERGERS)  were  close  neighbors  and  friends  "by  the  fact  that  JOHN  LEYEKBERGER 
was  one  of  the  sureties  for  PETER  RUFFNER,  ABRAHAi.1  S TRICKIER ’  s  R.dmini  strut  or 
and  brother-in-law.  One  cannot  help  but  wonder  if  ono’of  the  other  two  boys 
on  this  outing  had  not  boon  one  of  the  STRICKLER  boys,  and  the  STRICKLER3 
had  bettor  luck  re-locating  the  place  the  silver-ore  was  picked  up.

HENRY  3HUPE ,  b.  circa  1704,  purported  from  records  obtained ’from  family  members,  to 

have  come  to  America  from  Heidelberg,  Baden,  Germany,  but  the  date  of  his  con¬ 
ing  is  not  recorded.  Family  tradition  has  been  that  several  3KUPE  brothers 
come  to  America,  and  from  the  immigration  records,  it  is  believed  that  ho 
arrived  in  this 'country  on  or  about  the  years  1728-1730.  Ho  settled  in  West¬ 
moreland  county,  Penn.,  whore  he  died,  1788,  leaving  a  family.  The  nemo  of 
his  wife  is  not  immediately  available  to  the  author  of  this  sketch.  Ho  was 
the  father  of  JOHN,  above-mentioned. 

JOSHUA  STEPHENS,  Sr.,  referred  to  earlier  on  Page  Six  of  this  narrative.  Ho  was  the 
son  of  STEPHENS  AP  EVANS,  the  name  nowboing  changed;  lived  in  what  is  now 
Berks  co.,  Pa.,  probably  in  Union  Twp.,  near  his  brother,  David  Ap  Stephens. 
Born  in  Wales,  he  was  the  immigrant  ancestor  of  this  family,  having  cone  to 
this  country  with  his  two  brothers,  Ebenozor  and  David.  At  the  date  that 
JOSHUA  settled  in  Berks  County,  it  was  a  "howling  wilderness",  full  of  Indians 
and  wild  beasts.  Neighbors  were  few  and  far  between,  and  their  visits  were 
like  Angel's  visits.  Family  tradition  is  that  the  Boones  and  the  Stephens 
inter -married.  Daniel  BoOne  often  visited  the  homo  of  Joshua  Stephens,  Jr., 
and  upon  these  occasions,  ho  often  referred  to  Joshua  as  "cousin".  The  exact 
relationship  docs  not  appear  in  the  records  in  the  hands  of  the  present  gen¬ 
eration. 

FREDERICK  SLU'D?  of  the  County  of  Wyeth,  State  of  Virginia,  whose  will,  dtd.  Fob.  17, 
1807,  was  proved  in  the  June  1807  term  of  Wyeth  County  Court.  His  wife  was, 
MARY  _ _ ,  named  in  his  will  along  with  four  sons  and  five  daughters.

STEPHENS  AP  EVANS ,  lived  and  died  in  Wales,  and  was  owner  of  considerable  estate. 

The  liberal  terms  of  Penn's  grant  in  America  attracted  the  attention  of  his 
throe  sons,  who  loft  their  native  home  in  Wales,  and  embarking  in  a  sailing 
vessel,  after  a  voyage  of  something  like  30  days,  landed  in  Philadelphia, 
sometime  prior  to  the  year  1733.  The  three  brothers  selected  lands  in  what  is 
now  Berks  county,  which  was  not  set  off  from  Philadelphia  county  until  1752. 
There  arc  traces  of  them  in  Union  Township,  where  a  David  Stephens  hold  land 
in  1728;  ho  was  probably  the  son  of  our  subject.  In  1753,  a  David  Stephens,  Jr 
died  in  Britain  Twp.,  Bucks  Co.,  not  far  from  Union,  who  had  a  brother,  Somu 
and  a  cousin  John.  It  was  while  tho  three  brothers,  JOSHUA,  Ebenozor  and  Dav 
were  living  under  the  jurisdiction  of  Philadelphia  county:,  that  they  received 
their  share  of  the  Welsh  estate.  Hence,  search  for  this  should  be  confined  to 
records  prior  to  1752,  tho  time  Berks  was  sot  off  from  Philadelphia  county.
